10 CLEAN IVORY, 


One of the “post charming of 
substances, ivory has a knack of 
getting discoloured and'even dirty- 
looking which spoils it: for toilet 
articles and also for ornaments. 
Many people clean piano keys with 


{methylated spirits, This takes the 


dirt off, but does not necessarily 
the keys. Others clean ar 
ivory necklace with soap and water, 


{which has: a tendency to leave a 


roughened surface and, while Teay- 
ing.all the yellow stains, makes the 
bends still more liable to collect the 
dirt. Lemon juice is a method of 
cleaning beads which is fairly suc- 
eessful when properly practised. 
The beads must be’ steeped, not 
rubbed, In soapy water which has 
been softened if it ia not rain-water. 
Tt is a good plan to leave them for 
at least twenty-four hours. After 
that they can be treated with }emon 
juice, which does much to remove 
any stains which may have ace 
cumulated. The beads should then 
be carefully polished with oil and 
chalk. While this is easy with 
movable objects lke beads, it is leas 


.| the keyboard gets as much light as 


suited for brush-backs or for piano 
keys, which cannot so easily be 
soaked. Brushes must be steeped 


| with the greatest care and the lemon 


Juice applied very carefully. Piano 
keys cannot. be treated by this 
method at all. A fairly successful 
method with ivory in general is first 
to make it perfectly clean and then 
expose it for days, if necessary, in 
the sun. Here again only movable 
objects can be so treated, as ob- 
viously a grand piano cannot be 
kept indefinitely in the garden. 
The sun has a bleaching effect upon 
the ivory, especially if it be not too 
far gone with stains. No doubt 
this is how the elephant manages 
who has it at heart to maintain the 
pristine whiteness of his tusks. 
With the piano, it ia a very good 
plan to clean the keys thoroughly 
and then leave the lid open so that

Think of Your Knees, 

I would say that: the mashie- 
niblick shot, when it is played under 
that perfect control which begets 
uscuracy, depends largely upon the 
action of the knees. 

To be sure, many people make al- 
most a full swipe of it; but that is 
not the way to secure dependable 
effects from it. The greater the 


which has to enter into long shots, 
thé less controlled -will be the 
The more de- 
finitely the pivoting of the body 
begins, and ends at the knees, the 
better will be the results, 

In the stance, the body should be 
turned well towards the hole, with’ 
the ball altnost opposite the left 
heel, the left foot pointing outwards, 
und the right foot well ‘in front of 
the left. 

That right foot should be nearer 
to the ball than it has been for any 
other shot, and parallel ‘with the 
sole of the club, That is to - say; 
they are both at right angles to the 
intended line of play. 

With the feet thus sufficiently 
close together to permit of a com- 
fortable bending of the knees, the 
hody turned towards the hole, the 
head atill, and the feet planted 
securely on the ground, begin by 
stiffening the right knee. 

That promotes the pivot of the 
The left knee bends slightly 
In the process, most 


the right leg to the left. 

When the right knee: is stiff, “the 
upswing ' is finished. The down 
swing consists of returning the 
right knee to its bent. position, and 
stiffening the left so as to brace up 
the left side of the body for a firm 
blow.

The long-predicted motorfsation 
of navies may soon be an accom- 
plished fact, writes the Daily Tele- 
graph naval correspondent. — 

Germany, the undoubted pioneer 
in this movement, has already built 
or laid down: 

Two “pocket battleships” of 
10,000 tons, with all Diesel drive; 
‘Four cruisers of 6,000 tons, with 
auxiliary Diesel drive; 

One gunboat or Hght cruiser of 
nearly 2,000 tons, with all Diesel 
drive; 

One | small’ torpedo-boat, 
high-speed Diesel engines. 

Exclusiye details of these vessels 
which have reached me reveal the 
energy With’ which Germany is 
developing the internal-combustion 
engine for naval purposes. 

Money is being spent freely on 
experiment and research. The re- 
sults to date seem to justify the 
expenditure. 

Special interest attaches to the 
following official particulars of the 
“pocket battleship” Deutsachland’s 
machinery, now disclosed for the 
firat time. 

This Vessel is propelled by eight

speed her radius ia not far short of 
20,000 miles, ‘ 

These ‘small German cruisers, 
therefore, are almost capable of cir- 
cumnavigating ‘the. globe without 
replenishing their fuel. By way of 
contrast ft may be stated that the 
maximum endurance of our 10,000 
tons County cruisers is only 10,400 
miles, at ‘an average speed of 1214 
knots. 7 

Fastest Motor-ship. 

Germany’a first all-Diesel cruiser, 
hs distinct, from the ‘pocket battle- 
ships,”: is the Bremse, which was 
launched last Summer. Although 
listed as a gunnery tender, she is 
a Hght cruiser in everything but 
name. _ : 

Her apeed is 28 knots, and she is 
therefore’ by a wide margin the 
fastest motorship in the world. In 
spite of her small size, her endur- 
ance will not be inferior to that of 
a 10,000-ton County ship. 

Few details are known’ of the 
small torpedo-boat, but her design- 
ed speed is 85 knots, and she re- 
presents the first attempt to pro- 
duce a Diesel-engined craft aa fast 


design, and there are four other 
motors for auxiliary power. Each 
of the twin propeller shafts is 
driven by four motors of 7,100 hip.,

MODERN CIRCUSES. 


’ “Citizens are being satiated with 
circuses and gladiatorial shows 
which I think in these days may be 
interpreted as free meals and 
cinemas,” said Mr. Arnold’ Good- 
liffe, the’ head master of Huish’a 
Grammar School, Taunton, when the 
Taunton District Boy Scouts’ As- 
soclation re-elected him as President 
at their annual meeting. 


Mr. Goodliffe continued, “My 
whole life has been apent in work 
among boys, and the longer I live 
the more I am driven to the abso- 
lute conclusion that. the Scout Move- 
ment is the one thing that {fs going 
to save this country and Empire of 
ours. So much legialation that is 
apparently directed towards the 
wood of the young has the effect of 
sapping their ‘Individuality and ‘re- 
moving any feeling of corporate res- 
ponsibility. Too much is done for 
them; in fact, everything is done 
for them. I have been making 
efforts for the education of the 
young in the evening, and I find that 
they are very much upset at being 
asked to spend three shillings on a 
course of lectures or even to bring 
needles for sewing. : 

“The Scout Movement, {f it is 
what it’ purports to be. has ag ita 
main object the making of citizens, 
for one of its three foundations is 
loyalty to God ard the country and 
the helping of others. In these’ 
days of exceasive selfishnes and self- 
seeking, there stands little between 
our country and the fate that befel 
Rome. 

“Here we have a Movement that 
is going to produce people who put 
aside their own inclinations to help; 
in other words, we are preparing 
citizens.” 

During the meeting it was an- 
nounced that the Chief Scout, Lord 
Baden-Powell, had acepted an in- 
vitation to be present at the County 
Jamboree next Whitsuntide. 


FLOURISHING _LEPER SCOUTS. 


A Troop of Boy. Scouts was re- 
cently started in the Leper Asylum, 
near Colombo, Ceylon. Twenty-two 
of the thirty boys among the 600 
patients have joined it, and Scouts 
and doctors .are enthusiastic .over 
their new-found activity. 

The Troop was started by a 
patient, who has since passed out of 
the asylum as cured, although ho 
lost-a leg in the process. Now tho 
ex-patient has returned to help the 
Seout Troop he formed and ho haa 
been made a member of the asylum 
staff. 

In spite of. their disabilities owing 
to the disease, the Scouts are ex- 
perts at pioneering, lashing, making 
bridges and huts. 

A great improvement hag been 
noted by the medical authorities in 
the boys since they became Scouts. 
One small boy who seemed particu- 
larly keen and bright, was pointed 
out to a representative by a 
dector. “That boy,” the doctor 
said, “was the worst in every pos- 
sible way before we started Scout- 
ting.

. The basis of the “New World 
Order” Was that men must learn 
to think of it, not in terms of 
“power, ” but only in terms of 
law.” World rule ' would never 
come about by the pooling 

power, but only. through the 
adoption of a ‘political philosophy 
which regarded government not 
as an exercise of power, but as 
an agency of service, a means of 
carrying. on the public affairs 
of the community. Thus the 
various peoples would: find it 
easier to agree on common rules 
to facilitate the carrying on of 
such of their affairs as were 
inter-dependent. 
possible to. frame common law in 
the assembly of sovereigns as it’ 
would be to frame a common 
Budget i in an assembly of misers, 

The elimination of war, Pro- 
fessor -Zimmern declared, was 
not only the basis of the “New 
Order,” but it was the only thing 
that. mattered in international 
relations . at the present ~ time.
